In early 1960 Bill Graef was a boy with his 
head in the clouds who wanted to fly ever 
since he could remember. In 1982, William 
_ Graef, 21, Antioch, a senior at Northwestern 
University, majoring in linguistics and com- 
puter sciences, is' five years ahead of his 
flyingpeers with 1,700 'hours in the sky and 
zeroing in fast on his lifetime ambition of 
becoming a commercial pilot. Bill attended 
Faith Lutheran School in Antioch and 
Shoreland High School in Kenosha. 

His parents, Mr. and Mrs. William Gerald 
Graef, started their son's dream on the road 
to reality when they began sending him to a 
summer flying camp in Michigan .when he 
was 12 years old, a camp be attended for 
seven years, soloing as a pilot just after his 
16th birthday and a couple of months before 
he got his driver's licensed 

His piloting career fairly flew^fter that as 
he earned his commercial license inside of 
the next-_year, qualifying in single and 
^multiple engines as well as seaplanes.

structor with the Slick and Rudder Flying 
Club at Waukegan Memorial Airport.

of Rockow 

Kenosha County officials are investigating 
the New Years Eve .death of Jerry Rockow, 
56, an Antioch contractor. 

Rockow apparently died of a gunshot 
wound to the head. His body was found in a 
ditch near the intersection of Hvvys. JS and V 
in Salem Township. 

Authorities so far have not ruled the death 
a suicide, although a rifle was found next to 
the body. They said some circumstances 
surrounding the death are not clear.

- attractive place to live. . 

The draft Framework Plan provides an an- 
swer to this, planners claim, by -recom- 
mending the preservation of natural resour- 
7ces77maintaining-open-space-i'n-developing_ 
areas and by-containing growth within 'cer- 
tain limits. 

' By following the Framework Plan, plan- 
ners believe they will be abie to guide the 
growth of Lake County over the next 20 years 
in a manner thaTwili minimize eurrcntand - 
future costs to taxpayers while, providing 
adequate water, sewer, roads and school 
facilities. . 

Primary purposes of the plan are to 
establish consistent planning policies which 
can be readily implemented and provide 
modern, flexible land use regulations while 
minimizing the cost to taxpayers for public- 
facility expansion. 

The plans also hopes to provide greater 
coordination between the county and 
municipal land use activities and ac- 
comodate growth that balances the tax base 
and provides for employment while main- 
taining Lake County's image as a desireable 
area in which to live. Work and raise a 
family. 

Included in the draft plan is a Composite 
P lan Map whic h graphically portrays the 
goals, objectives and policies of the 
Framework Plan and is a guide to the 
general type and character of development 
that should occur in each area. The map 
identifies existing, committed. and proposed 
development (preferred land use in vacant 
areas), throughout I he county. ' 
!n terms of dealing with "mass tran- 
sportation needs of Lake Couniy = in the 



future, the planners have outlined the 
following county policies as part* of the 
program to relieve congestion: 

Encourage the governor and stale 
legislators to provide substantial additional 
funding for roads and masstransportationi 
limorove t raffic flow b y li mited highway ac- 
cess and requiring parallel or reverse access 
roads in commercial and industrial areas; 
roads providing primary access to future 
large developments should become the 
responsibility of the developer; and the coun- 
ty-should assume-a-lcadership-role i rv con-_ 
servation activities, sponsoring car and van 
pools for- county employes, evaluating 
staggered work hours and recommending 
outlying commuter parking area locations..' 
In an effort to maintaih water quality, the 
plan suggests that the county prohibit new 
public or private package treatment plans 
and systems not authorized in the 208 Water 
Quality Plan, which cannot be connected into 
a regional treatment system or whose 
existance would hamper the establishment, 
expansion or economic efficiency of such 
regional systems. \ ' 

Package plants whose discharge lead to 
deteriorating water quality should be 
prohibited.. The plan also calls for water con- 
scrvation programs to postpone capital im- 
provement projects and limited expansion of 
public sewer systems, ' 

The basic intergovernmental agreement 
will bind the parlies to follow the Land Use 
Plan in thier zoning ordinances and an- 
nexation agreements. A more complex ver- 
sion would delineate the boundaries of 
municipal and county development, making 
it more difficult for developers to manipulate 
communities against each other.

The new Illinois drunk driving law will do 
;■ little iq stop the great number ■ of; drunk 
('''driving .accidents responsible for the 
slaughter of many motorists on.the state's ' 
highways'..', . j .'_' i '■- ;."' -\ 

Although the new law will provide for get- 
ting law; enforcement officers back onto 
patrol in a shorter period' of time, it's. not 
going to stop\anyone from drinking and 
driving. 

In addition, the new law has no provisions 
to indicate that judgements handed down by 
judges will be any stricter than they were un- 
der the old DWI.legislation. 

There still is no mandatory sentence. Of- 
fenders can be given suspended sentences or 
court supervision. ' ■ , 



One bright spot that we. see, if judges and 
law enforcement officials take advantage of 
it, is that repeat offeriders,will l)aye a record ■ 
of past DUI arrests, makihg.it easier for 
police, and judges; to identify habitual of- 
fenders. 

We'd like to say that the' new law will 
discourage drinking and driving, but we 
don't think it will. Massive doses of police ac- 
tion, such as that applied by the Antioch 
police to teens returning from sorties to 
Wisconsin teen bars, will help reduce the 
problem in some areas.

In the past, express mail, 
which was undeliverabie as 
addresses, could be for- 
warded locally, but could not 
be forwarded to another post 
office. 

In most cases this would 
•preclude express mail from 
being sent. from one city or 
town to the next. If it Was un- 
claimed or could not be 
delivered as addresses, it 
w&s returned to the sender at 
no additional charge. 

SOME PEOPLE never 
realized thier express mail 
could not be forwarded until 
it was returned to them. This 
change will eliminate that 
confusion. 

While refunds of express 
mail postage will be made if 
the postal service does not 
meet the service guarantees 
for delivery to'the original 
address, postage will not be 
refunded if forwarding or 
return service is provided. 



Express mail is available 
at most area post offices. ' ; 

It is a fast, reliable service 
for individual and business 
customers who need over- 
night delivery of letters and 
packages and has a money- 
back guarantee if the service 
standards for delivery are 
not met. 

EXPRESS MAIL is

In addition to the free for- 
warding,' express mail users 
also can now purchase ad- 
dress correction service. 

The fee for this service is 
25 cents for each address 
correction or notification of 
reason for nondelivery, 
provided the correct address 
is known to the postal ser- 
vice.

The Antioch Police Dept. should have a 
new communications system at over $100,000 
"cosfbperating by Jan. ljat least that is what 
Police Chief Chuck Miller hopes. 

The hew communications system is a 
result of a grant from the federal govern- 
ment, which funded 95 ; percent of the cost of 
the system under the Law Enforcement 
Assistance. Administration. The remaining 
five percent will be funded by the Northwest* 
Lake County Police Communications Net- 
work (nWlo. 



The other communities sharing the system 
with Antioch are Gray slake, Foxlake, Lake 
Villa and Lindenhurst. The main station will 
be located at the Antioch station. -, . 

Miller said this is the first time all officers 
on the squad will be equipped with, portable 
radios. g%* 

; "It. will make the man more mobile with 
the radio with them constantly rather than in 
the vehicle. From time to time, in their 
duties, a' situation may arise where they 



must respond immediately, request help im- 
mediately, and they/ will be quite a distance 
away from their vehicle. 

"With the hew "system; they can call for 
help or information regardless of where 
they're at," Miller said. 

Since only four other communities, besides 
the Lake County Sheriff s Dept: , will be using 
the new frequency for updated system, 
Miller, believes the force will have a certain 
amount of privacy for a time from people 
monitoring police calls. 



"But I'm sure they (people monitoring 
police bands) will eventually find the band 
we're on. Stores will be selling the crystals 
to allow people to listen into the police chan- 
nel. There's nothing we can really do about 
it," he said. _ . 

"In a smaller town, they can really tell 
\V here you're at and how long you will be 
there. They should make it illegal to monitor 
the police frequency." . ..
